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Inmates Crab

hostages and seized control of 
the maximum security wing at 
Passaic County Jail for several 
hours today, then released the 
captives and returned to their 
cells after officials agreed to 
discuss grievances.

PATERSON, N.J. (AP) — 
More than 100 inmates seized 
control of the maximum secur­ 
ity wing at Passaic County Jail 
today, holding hostages while 
negotiating with authorities. 
Seven hostages, including the 
warden, were freed within two 
hours of the outbreak, but an 
tmdetermined 
number 
still 
were being held. Jail officials 
w uld not 'Comment on the 
number of hostages still inside. 
Warden Jack DeYoung, nurse 
Carol Vanderlinda and two 
guards 
who 
suffered 
stab 
wounds in a melee with in­ 
mates were freed by the rebel­ 
lious prisoners after about an 
(tour. 'The guards, Jtafan Bozxoli 
and Jack Donohue, were hospi­ 
talized. 
Just before noon, three other 
hostages, Lt. Thomas Oliver 
and guards WSlter Dobrolowski 
and Rodney Leone, were freed. 
Dobrolowski 
had 
a 
tooth 
knocked out, and was treated 
at St. Joseph’s Hospital. Leone 
was hospitalized with, a punc­ 
tured chest and abdomen. 
Authorities 'were inside 'tin 
prison negotiating with the pris­ 
oners, but there was no report 
of progress and no word on 
what demands may have been 
made by the prisoners. 
City police armed with shot­ 
guns and tear gas surrounded 
the jail in the center of this city 
of 120,000. 
A Passaic County Sheriffs 
spokesman said Bozzoli, Dono- 
hiie and another guard were es­ 
corting three inmates, including 
a convicted murderer, from the 
second floor to another part of 
the jail when the trouble began

INDIANAPOLIS (AP)—State 
police today hunted an un­ 
marked patrol car, one of two 
state police cars stolen when 
two men disarmed two troop- 
i0 rs. 
The cars were taken Monday 
from Troopers Dwight Wilson 
and Austin D. Zachary, state 
police said. Wilson’s marked 
car, with red light and police 
insignias, was found about a 
mile from where it was taken. 
Here is the state police account 
of what happened: 
Zachary, in an unmarked pa­ 
trol car, spotted a man driving 
a mowing machine along In 
diana 37 at the south edge of 
Indianapolis. Nearby, a pickup 
truck without a license plate 
was stuck in a ditch. 
Zachary went to investigate 
and a second man appeared, 
trying to convince the trooper 
they were state maintenance 
workers. Zachary became sus­ 
picious and the men pulled 
guns. One bad a .22 caliber re­ 
volver and the other a .38. 
The men took Zachary’s serv­ 
ice revolver and forced him to 
drive them in his squad car to 
a service station where they 
wanted to get a tow truck. At 
the station, Zachary spotted 
Wilson in his patrol car. The of­ 
ficer jumped out and shouted 
there were two men in his car 
with guns. But the pair got the 


drop on Wilson and took a .357 
Magnum revolver from him.

aid. The men jumped into the 
two police cars and fled. 
Both were described as 20 to 
25 years old, 5-feet-10, 170 
pounds, brown eyes and hair.

Iran Gives Thunderous 
Welcome To Nixons 


TEHRAN (AP) — President 
Nixon arrvied in Iran’s capital 
today to' a thunderous welcome 
by thousands of citizens and. be­ 
gan the first of his discussions 
with the shah on regional and 
world issues. 
Iranian officials said 250.000 
persons lined the streets to wel­ 
come the President for his 
overnight visit and some Amer­ 
ican observers said the crowd 
might be as large as 400,000. 
The throngs were friendly, 
waving flags and shouting 
“welcom.e” in their native 
tongue. 
The President and Mrs. Nix­ 
on were greeted at Tehran’s 
Mehrabad Airport by the 52- 
year-old monarch and Empress 
Farah after a flight from Kiev, 
the Nixons* last stop in the So­ 
viet Union following a week of 
summit talks between the Pres­ 
ident and Kremlin, leaders. 
Massive security precautions 


were taken against attacks by 
urban guerrillas and other dis­ 
sident Iranians who were told 
by Baghdad broadcasts to dis­ 
rupt the visit. 
Among the topics expected to 
be discussed during the five 
hours of talks between the two 
leaders were the future of the 
Indian Ocean and the Persian 
Gulf area, which holds 60 per 
cent of the world’s known oil 
reserves. 
The Shah would like to see 
the United States and Soviet 
Union agree to let Iran act as 
the policeman of the area with­ 
out big power interference. 
Failing that, the Shah was ex­ 
pected to seek assurance of un­ 
diminished U.S. support. The

One Of Biggest 
Rail Yards In 
North Viet Hit 
SAG ION (AP) — .American 
figh,ter-bombers raided one of 
North Vietnam’s biggest rail­ 
road yards Monday, leaving the 
yards on the outskirts of Hai­ 
phong engulfed in explosions 
and flames, and wrecked 16 
bridges across the country, the 
U.S. Command announced to­ 
day. One Marine A6 jet from 
the carrier Coral Sea was shot 
down, but the two fliers nursed 
it out to sea, and a helicopter 
pulled them out of the water. 
The strikes against the Uong 
Bi railroad yard 10 miles north­ 
east of the port city were the 
first there in the stepped up 
bombing of North Vietnam 
which began April 6. 
the yard reportedly serviced 
North Vietnam’s entire railroad 
system, including the northwest 
and northeast lines to China. 
Meanwhile, a task force of 
three cruisers and two destroy­ 
ers ranged up and down the 
coast, shelling targets from 10 
miles north of the demilitarized 
zone to within 29 miles of Hai­ 
phong. 
The U.S. Command reported 
that American pilots flew more 
than 250 strikes across North 
Vietnam during the 24-hour pe­ 
riod ending at 5 P.M. Monday. 
In the ground war, there 
were reports of the first with­ 
drawal of North Vietnamese 
troops • from South Vietnam 
since they started their big of­ 
fensive two months ago. 
U.S. military source* said 
elements of two North Vietnam­ 
ese divisions had pulled back 
into Cambodia from An Loc, 
the besieged provincial capital 
60 miles north of Saigon. Both 
were reported badly battered 
by B52 bomb strikes. 
The enemy pressure on An 
Loc itself has eased, but North 
Vietnamese forces have in­ 
tensified shelling along High­ 
way 13 south of the1 devastated 
town and are keeping a relief 
column from getting through. 


ter understand,, I must take up 
the challenge—I must walk the 
more difficult road—I must take 
the hard way," McManus said. 
McManus pointed out the new 
resposibilities accompanying the 
new privileges assigned to 18- 
year-olds of his generation.

“We have our pasts to count 
on. We have our families’ and 
our school’s background. It is 
the only thing we have to hold 
on to at this point in our lives,” 
he said. “We know the social 
customs, we know the rules of 
social conduct. We know what 
some people will expect of us 
elsewhere in the world — we 
know the possibilities, but we 
must decide which possibilities 
must become reality.” 
Touching on what youth wants 
in the world, McManus said, 
“We want a world of friendly 
relationships. We are not savage 
'Competitors, but mutual friends, 
where man can relate to men. 
We want a world void of bar­ 
riers that keep people from 
meeting people. We want a 
world void of big, dynamic cor­ 
porations, conglomerates, and 
huge taxes that crush each indi­ 
vidual—we do not want a system 
that’s trying to force us to be 
more and. more like our .socially 
adopted friends, the bees . . ., 
which have been here millions of 
years . . . millions have died 
with no meaning to their lives 
or to their deaths . . . merely 
workers for the benefit of the 
hives. 
“Eaeh oí u/s here wants to 
make his own niche in the edi­ 
fice of time. Each of us wants to 
make his own world, where each 
individual can live,” McManus 
declared. 
McManus closed his talk with 
Robert Frost's familiar poem, 
“The Road Not Taken.”

The President commented: 
“I think I’d get in a little 
trouble at home if I didn’t go.” 
A few hours after the arrival 
in Kiev, presidential adviser 
Henry A. Kissinger told news­ 
men that Nixon and the Soviet 
leaders 
reached 
no secret 
agreements on Vietnam' or any 
other controversial questions. 
“This is not the way these 
things happen." the President’s 
assistant for national security 
affairs said. 
Questioned closely about Nix­ 
on’s extensive talks in Moscow 
about Vietnam, Kissinger said: 
“1 just do not want to speculate 
about what the results may 
be.” 
He said there had been too 
many predictions about the war 
in the past and he would prefer 
to await concrete develop­ 
ments. 
One big question, said Kissin­ 
ger, is how Hanoi will view 
Nixon’s summit talk. Asked if 
A mere an negotiators suffered 
any disappointments, the Nixon 
adviser said they got more or 
less what they expected and 
hoped for “give or take 10 per 
cent.” 
Kissinger added that the 
summit had been so carefully 
prepared that each side knew 
pretty much what to expect. H« 
said the two governments 
agreed in. advance: “Don’t, let’s 
surprise each other at the sum­ 
mit.” 
The Nixons’ flight from Mos­ 
cow to the Ukrainian capital 
was delayed nearly an hour 
when the Soviet jetliner pro­ 
vided for them developed en­ 
gine trouble on the ground 
They switched to another Ilyu­ 
shin 62.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court today approved 
the method used by Texas and 
18 other states to reduce assist­ 
ance to needy families with, 
some outside income. 
The vote was 5-4 with the 
four Nixon administration ap­ 
pointees and Justice Byron R. 
White in the majority. The four 
dissenters said the cut system 
violated federal welfare law. 
At the same time, the court 
rejected claims Texas was dis­ 
criminating against blacks and 
chicanos and that states should 
not apply larger percentage 
cuts to families with dependent 
children than to the blind and 
the aged. 
The vote on these points was 
6-3. 
Said Justice William Rehn- 
quist for the majority, “It is 
not irrational for the state to 
believe that the young are 
more adaptable than the sick 
and the elderly, especially be­ 
cause the latter have less hope 
of improving their situation in 
the years remaining to them.” 
Justice William O. Douglas 
dissenting, said Texas had en­ 
gaged in “rank discrimination”

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West Virginia Hopes To Kill Wild Marijuana

ROMNEY, W.

West Virginia officials have be­ 
gun a new program aimed at 
eventually snuffing out a wild 
marijuana 
crop that thrives 
along the south branch of the 
Potomac River in the state's 
ragged Eastern Panhandle. 
Workers from the State De­ 
partment of Agriculture were 
spraying 
hundreds 
of 
acres 
around this Hampshire County 
community this week as a first 
step toward 
eradicating 
the 
plant which the legislature has 
now 
declared 
a 
“noxious 
weed.’* 
The legislature appropriated 
$30,000 to fight tho weed this 
fiscal year and a tike amount 
wiU be spent next year. Offi­ 
cials wanted more money but 
they believe they can wipe out 
the wild marijuana within five 
years if funding continue! at 
the same level. 
Hundreds of young people 
from the Washington-Baltimore 
area, about throe hours away, 
invaded the countryside here 
early last September to pick 
the mature marijuana leaves. 
In a single weekend, author­ 
ities arrested 31 persons on 
marijuana possession charges 
and seized 13 canoes. Many of 
the harvesters paddled canoes 
up to the river hank, harvested 
all tho marijuana they could 
get, and then tried to sneak 
back down the river. Before 
that, there had never been a 
marijuana arrest here. 
Since then, officials have sur­ 
veyed the area and found mari­ 
juana growing on $,800 acras in 
five Eastern Panhandle coun­ 
ties through which the south 
branch of the Potomac flows. 
Albert Cole, director of the 
Plant Pest Control Division of 
the State Department of Agri­ 
culture, said the value of tho 
entire crop has been estimated 
at between $40-$60 million at 
current black market street 
prices. 
Cole and other department of­ 
ficials led a small group of 
newsmen into some of the wild 
marijuana fields this week to 
show techniques being used to 
fight the weed. 
Right now, it’s springtime 
here and thousands of tiny 
marijuana plants ara sprouting 
up through the soil everywhere.

The stalks will be 1V« inches 
in diameter and it will take a 
big knife to cut one’s way 
through the fields. 
Workers are using a chemical 
weed 
killer—2, 
4-D—which 
Jones said is a common herbi­ 
cide and won’t damage the en­ 
vironment. Later, mowers.will 
be used to cut down plants that 
survive. 
Jones said he hopes about !,- 
000 acres of the marijuana can 
be wiped out this year. 
Virtually all of the weed is 
growing on private property, 
but farmers are supporting: offi­ 
cials in their control measures. 
“These

are

people,” 
Jones 
said. 
“They 
come in. and break down fences 
and gates and tromp through 
the fields.” 
Many of the young harvesters 
last fall came under the pus- 
picps of being weekend camp­ 
ers. Some of the farmers allow 
private camping on their prop­ 
erty along the river. 
“The kids come in and camp 
for a couple of days and fill up 
several duffle bags or plastic 
garbage bags with marijuana, 
float it down the river and pick 
it up downstream,” Jones said. 
Not everyone knows which 
weeds 
are 
the 
marijuana, 


though. One young couple was 
stopped by state police last 
September and their duffle bag 
was found to be fall of* rag­ 
weed. Police let the couple go. 
Cole said hundreds of people 
from all over the nation have 
written him about jobs with the 
eradication program this sum­ 
mer. “Most of them just want 
to get at the marijuana,” he 
said. 
Other people dream up ways 
of trying to find out exactly 
where the marijuana is located. 
One young coed at a West 
Virginia college wrote Cole that 
she was doing a term paper on 
drugs in. the state. She said, she 
wanted to include a section 
about the wild marijuana. 
“My professor says a map 
•bowing 
exactly 
where 
the 
merijpana 
grows 
would 
he 
helpful,” the coed wrote. 
But, officials told her they 
could not supply the map. Any 
other 
information 
would 
he 
passed along to her, however. 
Dave Crock, foreman of the 
crew that 
is 
spraying 
the 
plants, said he was offered $2,- 
000 just to tell exactly where 
the marijuana could be found. 
He was teaching school in Bal­ 
timore at the time and declined 
the offer, he said.

It means the waters ahead 
are mined.

to ships of any nation proceed­ 
ing toward the mined harbors 
and river mouths of North Viet­ 
nam. 
Since 
the 
minefields

sown the Navy has warned few­ 
er than five ships. None pro­ 
ceeded on course, it says. The 
Navy also says none of the 31 
ships inside the minefields has 
passed through and no mines 
have exploded. 
Besides establishing a warn­ 
ing system among ships off the 
northern coast, the Navy has

national broadcasts and in pub­ 
lications read by mariners. 
The British navy relayed it 
without comment, from Hong 
Kong: “The United States gov­ 
ernment has advised all vessels 
that naval and air forces of the 
United States and Republic of 
Vietnam have been directed to 
take appropriate measures. . . 
to prevent the delivery of sea­ 
borne supplies to North Viet­ 
nam. 
“The following ports are re­ 
ported to be mined: Haiphong. 
Cam Pha, Thanh Hoa, Vinh, 
Quang Khe, Dong Hoi and Hon 
Gal.” 
For those who don’t get the 
word, the Navy will try to com­ 
municate by radio, by flashing 
light and by hoisted flag sig­ 
nals.

Here Comes Shrimp, Nippon Style

Fried shrimp, made as it is 
in Japanese restaurants, may 
be 
prepared 
successfully 
at 
home. And what an appetiser it 
is! We’ve yet to meet a person 
who’s tried and didn’t enjoy 
this delectable dish. 
We fried the shrimp in pea­ 
nut oil, as do many Japanese 
cooks. One hint about reusing 
the oil: after frying the batter- 
dipped shrimp, let the oil cool. 
Then drain it through a fine- 
mesh 
strainer 
into 
a 
wide- 
mouth jar. Cover, label, and 
store 
'in 
refrigerator. 
When 
ready to reuse, add a little 
fresh peanut oil to the reserved 
amount. 
JAPANESE FRIED SHRIMP 
1 pound medium-size shrimp, 
about 32 
1 egg 
% cup water

Recipe Given 
For Beef 
Fondue Sauce

If you have a fondue pot 
you’ve probably made Fondue 
Bourguinonne—the 
tender 
cubes of beef sirloin or filet 
that guests cook at the 'table in 
hot salad oil or a mixture of oil 
and clarified butter. 
But what about the sauces to 
go with the fondue? These may 
be bought or homemade and 
range from mayonnaise mixed 
with curry powder to a spicy 
t o m a t o 
concoction. 
Here’s 
where we have something new 
to 
add: 
Cumberland 
Fondue 
Sauce. The recipe follows. 
CUMBERLAND FONDUE 
SAUCE 
1. 'tablespoon butter 
1 tablespoon minced onion 
1 tablespoon prepared mus­ 
tard 
2 tablespoons currant jelly 
1 cup cranberry juice cocktail 
1 teaspoon finely grated lem­ 
on rind 
1 teaspoon finely grated or­ 
ange rind 


Va cup orange juice 
Vi teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons cornstarch 
1 tablespoon water 
In. a small saucepan over low . 
heat melt the butter. Add onion 
and cook until onion is tender. 
Stir in mustard and jelly and 
cook, stirring, until jelly melts. 
Add 
cranberry 
juice, 
lemon 
rind, orange rind, orange juice 
and salt. 
Mix cornstarch and water un­ 
til smooth; stir into mixture. 
Bring to a boil, stirring con­ 
stantly, and boil i minute. 
Makes about lte cups. 
Note: Serve sauce warm or 
cold. It is thin and should be 
'Offered in small oriental cups 
(without handles) 
into which 
meat, cooked in a fondue pot, 
may be dipped. 


tail. With a small sharp knife, 
cut down back of shrimp about 
% the way through. Remove 
black vein under cold running 
water. Spread shrimp open and 
flatten with the wide blade of a 
kitchen knife or with fingers; 
set aside. 
In a small mixing bowl beat 
egg with a. fork just enough, to 
blend yolk and white; add wa­ 
ter and salt; stir with fork to 
mix. Add flour and with fork 
gently mix; batter should be 
lumpy; set aside. 
Pour oil into a sturdy deep 
fryer filling the pan. no more 
than, a third fu l. Place pan. 
over moderate heat and beat to 
360 degrees on deep-frying ther­ 
mometer. If using an electric 
deep 
fryer, 
follow 
manufac­ 
turer’s directions. 
While oil is heating, make 
Tempura Sauce. 
Hold each shrimp by the tail, 
dip in batter and gently drop, 
one at a time, into hot oil. 
Don’t 
overcrowd 
fryer. 
Fry 
about 2 minutes, turning with 
tongs or slotted spoon, until 
batter is crisp and a very light 
golden color. Lift from oil with 
tongs or slotted spoon. Drain on 
paper toweling and serve as 
fast as possible. To eat, dip 
each shrimp in Tempura Sauce. 
Makes 4 servings—8 shrimp 
per portion... 
Note: If there is a little bat­ 
ter leftover, dip whole tipped 
snap 
beans, 
slices 
of green 
pepper or thin slices of sweet 
potato into it and fry. The vege­ 
tables will taste delectable. 
TEMPURA SAUCE 
% cup soy sauce 
Va cup water 
1 teaspoon sugar 
1 tablespoon sherry 
In a small mixing bowl stir 
together 
all 
the 
ingredients. 
Makes about Vi cup. Serve in 
small containers so shrimp can. 
be dipped in sauce.

She was told so often that 
properties had just been, sold 
that she began calling adverti­ 
sers at dawn “as soon as the 
newspaper was delivered.” But 
she 
received 
the

sponse. 
Highly suspicious that her se­ 
lections were dummy ads with 
their 
spectacular 
features— 
trout streams, large acreage, 
pasture land, ocean views—for 
infinitesimal sums, she began 
filing the “sold” property ads 
for future reference. 
In glowing terms for two sea­ 
sons, she says, a 'developer ad­ 
vertised in 17 lines the same 
“15-acre hideaway with good 
cabin and trout stream.” The 
fishing spot was touted as iys- 
c a tori ally so prolific that trout 
practically leaped from, stream 
to frying pan. The price $15,000. 
In that area land alone was 
selling st $1,000 an acre. It 
didn’t 
make 
much 
business 
sense: a big “ad” for a sure­ 
fire investment. 
When she answered the ad­ 
vertisement the first season she 
was told, “It has just been sold, 
but there are lots of other sim­ 
ilar places.” (No trout stream 
or other spectacular features).

even more than other land in 
the area.
